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HEADQUARTERS REPORT 


Progress has been fantastic! We ended up 1974 issuing QCWA 
number 9398 ~ for a total of 6631 active members. In the first 
two months of 1975 we have added 186 more new members. At this 
rate we will be hitting that 10,000th QCWA number by mid summer, 
We are planning something special when that number comes up. 


Life Memberships have been pouring in. In the past two months 
we have had 21 new Life Members and 185 conversions for a total 
now of 310 Life Members. 


The Treasurer's financial report for 1974 shows that we actu- 
ally ended up in the black in spite of all the extra expenses 
associated with moving the Headquarters office, See his report 
on page 4, If you have any questions, don't hesitate to ask. 
This is your organization and the books are open to you. 


We had a reasonably good response to the proposed amendment 
to the Constitution. A total of 1474 ballots were returned. 
Only two voted in opposition, however there were a few others 
who said they really didn't want to see QCWA anything but a 
social organization. Efforts are now under way to make the 
revisions in the Constitution and then apply to IRS for non- 
profit (C)(3) status. It remains to be seen if we can qualify. 
It will mean an awfully big savings in postage if we can con- 
vince then.

The new dues structure goes into effect April 1. That means 
that all of the old application blanks you have on hand are 
obsolete. Please, save us all a lot of headaches by just throw- 
ing out the old blanks.

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A QCWA STORY

In July of 1974, Noel Olmstead, WBSFHW, President of the 
El Paso Chapter started processing the 50-year Golden Annivers~ 
ary Certificate application of C.W, Palmer (Walt), of El Paso, 
There was only one difficulty - Walt's first license was an 
Operator's, not a station license,,,this was common back in the 
20s when money was hard to get, and young men didn't have much, 
so it was with Walter, He lived in an apartment, in Jersey 
City with another young amateur, August Grom. August had a 
licensed station, 2BV, and if he could be found, we were 
certain that he could confirm the operator's license issued 
to Walter batk in 1923,,.the problem was to find August...and 
who could better do that than our old friend, Nat Pfeffer, 
W2AIM, who knows everyone - sure enough, after a search Nat 
located August Grom, now licensed as W6BW in Oakhurst, Calif. 
August was contacted and he did confirm the licensing of Walt 
Palmer back in May of 1923,

| was a member of the Hudson City 
Radio Club, with meeting rooms be- 
hind and above a hardware store down the street from DeForest's 
where | was employed for about a year, The club station was 
2CBK, the owner of the hardware store was 2BPG, also there was 
2BOY, Vincent J. Gilcher, who had a 1 kw spark station and where 
| operated many times. He went with NBC at its formation and 
was in charge of design and building the studios here and there. 
My operation started back in 1916 when I joined the Boy Scouts 
of America in North Attleboro, Mass. At that time | built my 
first loose coupler, Mothers Oats box, slider on top and 

tapped and sliding secondary, and operated at the spark sta- 
tion of Horace Achin."
